Pan­ 
cakes as part of a dinner have been 
unknown. 
But pancake.-, need not alw ay- be 
served in

ways.

Thus, there 
are 
pancakes 
suitable

breakfast,

For breakfast 
there is 
nothing 
latter than the plain pancake, which 
m ay be varied bv the use o f differ­ 
ent combination- of Hour- and cer­ 
cal-. 
If the pancake i- to be used 
as the main pi rf ot the breakfast, it 
i- advisable to u-e two eggs in mix­ 
ing, because these add materially to 
the food value. 
Either sweet or sour 
milk may be used. 
Buttermilk may 
be purchased for tins and other pur­ 
poses 
and i- 
cheaper than 
whole 
fre-h milk. 
Any variety o f meal or 
flour 
can be 
Used in 
combination 
with wheat to produce ti breakfast 
pancake. 
The use o f these flour- in 
this ma uler effects great saving in 
wheat without any hard-hip. 
The making o f p. nekes offers an 
excellent opportunity for using left­ 
over breakfast cereals,
